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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claims Objection 

As to claims 1 and 2, the examiner is unclear the word "a prove" in claim 1 and 
"supplementary part". There is no disclosed in the specification about the 
supplementary part or a prove. Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the E ng lish la ng uage . 

3. Claims 1, 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Parker 
(US 6452410). 

As to claim 1, Parker discloses a test apparatus used for evaluating a multilayer 
wiring board formed by successively stacking layers, comprising: 
a probe part (50 of figure 5) configured to be connected to an incomplete 
multilayer wiring board (1 of figure 1) that is in a half finished state before 
completion; and 

a supplementary part (1 of figure 1) supplementing an element of the multilayer , 
wiring board (1 of figure 1) , said incomplete multilayer wiring board (1 of figure 1) 
lacking said element. 

As to claim 2, Parker discloses a test apparatus as claimed in claim 1 , wherein 
the supplementary part (1 of figure 1) includes layer wiring of the multilayer wiring 
board, said incomplete multilayer wiring board lacking said layer wiring.
